New Crossrail funding deal agreed 


THE royal borough has won an eight- 
year campaign to secure a Crossrail 
station at Woolwich. 

Details of a funding package to fit out a 
station were announced in a ministerial 
statement laid down in the House of 
Lords last week. 

Councillor Chris Roberts, Leader of 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 
“I cannot overstate just how important 
this is for Woolwich and the borough 
as a whole. It is absolutely critical in 
cementing the regeneration of this 
area and it will give our businesses, 
residents and investors the best possible 
opportunities for the future. It’s taken a

huge effort, commitment and a very clear 
vision to bring Crossrail to Woolwich and 
I am very grateful to all of those who have 
worked with us to make sure this deal 
was secured. 

“In 2018 we will see two brand new Crossrail 
stations open in the Royal Borough, in 
Woolwich and at Abbey Wood - and we are 
absolutely thrilled at that prospect and the 
huge benefits they will bring to our borough 
and its residents.” 

He added: “It means there will be six 
trains per hour connecting Woolwich to 
Tottenham Court Road in just 14 minutes.”

Bringing Crossrail to Woolwich is the 
most important decision secured for the 
area in generations. By vastly improving 
connectivity to the rest of London, 
it will unlock huge potential, secure 
better access to existing and emerging 
job markets for local residents and will 
stimulate inward investment in the 
town. 

It followed council-led negotiations 
between Berkeley Homes, Transport for 
London and the Department for Transport 
and means the station will be delivered at 
no cost to Greenwich council tax payers. 

A Crossrail station for Woolwich was 
not part of the original project and the 


line was scheduled to run under the town 
without stopping. But the royal borough 
fought hard for a Woolwich stop backed by 
independent research which proved that a 
Woolwich station would deliver greater 
regeneration and job creation than any 
station on the entire line. 

The council’s campaign for the inclusion 
of a station at Woolwich was supported by 
local MPs, businesses and the community. 

The Woolwich station is due to open 
in 2018. The route will serve 37 stations, 
and run 72 miles from Maidenhead and 
Heathrow in the west through 13 miles 
of tunnels below central London, to 
Shenfield and Abbey Wood in the east.

Green light forThames walkway 


A PEDESTRIAN bridge over 
Deptford Creek has been given the 
go-ahead by the council’s planning 
board. 

The swing bridge at the junction of 
Glaisher Street and Riverside Walk, will 
be 43 metres long and connect Greenwich 
Reach to Millennium Quay. 

The planning department approved it 
at their July 9 meeting after considering 
nine letters of objections and 36 letters 
supporting the plans. 


The bridge will be built by Galliard 
Homes as part of its development of flats 
on the east side of the creek. A timeframe 
for the build has yet to be finalised. 

The swing bridge will be 3.6 metres 
wide and be high enough to allow vessels 
to pass underneath while remaining 
closed. When opened the one-part bridge 
swings onto the bank. Stairs and access 
ramps will be available on both sides of 
the creek. 

When open the bridge will occupy the 
existing terrace on Greenwich Reach.

1 6 months for 
identity thief 

Woman jailed for public fund fraud 


A WOMAN has been jailed 
for 16 months for using false 
identities to steal public funds 
totalling £154,000. 

Sharon Murray - also known 
as Sharon Semedo-Miranda and 
Gbemisola Oduyemi - pleaded 
guilty at Woolwich Crown Court 
after an investigation by the 
council’s audit and anti fraud 
team. 

She was given 16 months for 
each of the six offences to run 
concurrently - which means she’ll 
serve a total of 16 months - when 
she appeared at Woolwich Crown 
Court on July 11. 

Investigators had identified 
several links between ‘Sharon 
Murray’ of Villas Road, Plumstead 
and ‘Sharon Semedo-Miranda’, 
who had been living in Chalcombe 
Road, Abbey Wood, and suspected 


they were one and the same person. 

The court heard Sharon Murray 
had become a council tenant in 
Villas Road in 2002 and provided 
a UK passport to support her 
identity. It showed that she had 
been born in Preston in 1969. She 
then started claiming benefits for 
the next eight years. 

The fraud team discovered there 
was a recorded birth for Sharon 
Murray in Preston in 1969 but that 
her identity had been hijacked 
and the real Sharon Murray knew 
nothing of her namesake who had 
been living in Plumstead. 

Enquiries into the identity of 
Sharon Semedo-Miranda found 
that she had been born in 1975 
and had been claiming Housing 
Benefit from Bexley Council at 
Surlingham Close, Thamesmead, 
since March 2010. 

In March this year, police 


and fraud team officers went 
to Surlingham Close address 
of Sharon Semedo-Miranda. A 
search found a UK passport and 
a UK birth certificate in the name 
of Sharon Murray in her freezer, 
along with other documents 
including her bank account 
details which she had used to 
claim benefit fraudulently in both 
names. It was also revealed that 
she had also claimed benefits 
from the Department for Works & 
Pensions and a student loan. 

She was arrested and her true 
identity was confirmed to be 
Gbemisola Oduyemi. She was 
charged with six fraud-related 
offences relating to the use of false 
identities and for the loss of public 
funds totalling £154,000. This 
included £20,578 she had falsely 
claimed in housing benefits from 
the council. 
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As the school gates close at the end of another academic year,

Year 5 pupil Ella said: “It’s just 
like the Olympics, you just have 
to try your best and it doesn’t 
matter if you win or lose as long 
as you are kind to your friends 
and happy.” 

PE co-ordinator Wendy 
Luttrell said: “The Olympic 
and Paralympic values live on 
at Willow Dene. Every single 
day our amazing, inspirational 
children continually defy the 
odds and make exceptional 
progress. 

“Through individual approaches 
children engage in activities 
which incorporate their interests 
so all experiences are fun and 
stimulating.” 

Meanwhile, Willow Dene has 
been doing some special work with 
pupils to develop their senses, 
such as touching, tasting, hearing, 
seeing and smelling, to help them 
experience the world around them 
better. 

The school said the programmes 
used are active, fun and engaging, 
and help to support individuals and 
groups of children to feel secure, 
happy calm and ready to learn.

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T HE start of work on a 
new 452-bedroom hotel

The £121m ‘InterContinental 
London The 02’ hotel will be 19 
storeys high and have a 3,000 sq 
metre ballroom, the largest in 
Europe.

Hundreds of 
new construction jobs are set to 
be created over the two-year build, 
with more once work is finished. 

There are plans to build more than 
10,000 new homes. Of these, 3,800 
will be tagged as ‘affordable, and 
will include student and special 
needs housing. There will also be 
new schools and health centres and 
48 acres of open space. 

Eventually the Peninsula - said to 
be the largest regeneration project 
in Europe -is expected to provide 
work for 25,000 people, mainly in 
commercial and retail jobs. 

Already home to the iconic 02 
- now the world’s most popular 
entertainment venue, with capacity 
for 26,000 people - the riverside site 
is rapidly becoming an important 
part of London’s landscape. 

It is the base for the Ravensbourne 
university college, where students 
j can follow design and technology 
1 courses. It also attracts scores 
of companies to its business 
incubation programme which 
gives them access to facilities and 
support from students to help them 
take new services and products to 

I market. They include software and 
gaming companies, architecture 
and fashion. 

Ravensbourne works closely with 
Greenwich Digital Skills (GDS), 
a joint initiative with the council 
to provide vocational training, 
enterprise courses and community 
learning in design and digital 
media for local residents and small 
’ businesses. 

Technology firm Cisco has 
signed a major deal with the 
council and Ravensbourne to 
set up an innovative digital hub 
on the peninsula, enhancing the 
area’s growing reputation as south- 
east London’s very own hub for 
technical innovation. 

Meanwhile, small firms 
specialising in digital expertise are 
operating from Mitre Passage. The 
building, managed by the council, 
offers two top floors totalling 
21,000 sq ft, an unrivalled package 
of facilities, exhibition space and 
panoramic views over the Thames. 

The site offers firms the 
opportunity to collaborate with 
established like-minded businesses 
and with Ravensbourne. 

Royal borough leader Cllr Chris 
Roberts said: “The development of 
the peninsula has been a long time 
in gestation and has gone through 
periods where it has stalled, not least 
with the residential development. 
We look forward to that moving 
ahead in the not too distant future. 

“This hotel is a major opportunity 
to help with the regeneration of 
our borough and provide more jobs, 
which is crucial for us. It will add 
to the 02 arena and to the other 
attractions here in Greenwich.”

Scottish Play

THE only question at the end of the Macbeth 
community operas was about who would 
get the greatest ovation, not to mention the 
most whoops, whistles and hollers. 

There's no doubt that stupendous Lady 
Macbeth (Miriam Murphy) would be ahead on 
any Gallup poll, closely followed by the hapless 
Macbeth (Quentin Hayes) and the honourable 
Banquo (Matthew Rose), while Macduff's 
(Charne Rochford) appeal to the people re the 
mad king's misdemeanours did it for me on a 
personal level. 

But in our little corner of Blackheath Halls 
there were eyes and cheers for five very 
special performers. Charlton Park Academy 
students Charlie Torrison, Osio Orororo, Ketlin 
Namaganda, Lawrence Baker and Denzel 
Kuffour stood out for us among the 200 
singers, actors and musicians in this seventh 
annual communal treat. 

The pros were the engine room of the 
performance but something special happened 
every time the hall was full of the amateurs - 
the energy, the enthusiasm, the sheer joie de 
vivre. 

Sixteen-year-old Charlie - who has cerebral 
palsy and isautistic- was inevitably ourdarling, 
expressing himself without a hint of reserve 
while still keeping within the discipline of a 
professional show. His mum Anne, who was in 
our little circle, said after the encores: "Charlie 
loves his music and, although he doesn't have 
the finer motor skills to actually play music, he 
listens to all sorts, especially lady singers. His 
favourites include Beyonce and Lady Gaga. 

"When Charlie started school five years ago 
he could not sit through an assembly without 
being upset but the school has worked 
wonders with him and turned him into a very 
confident young man. Music and theatre are a 
big part of the school - it's a great way for the 
kids to express themselves and communicate." 

Headteacher Mark Dale-Emberton was one 
of six staff in the sell-out audience. "We have 
a leading music teacher called Rachel Bevan 
and last year music got an outstanding Ofsted 
subject inspection. We've got our own band, 
pupils who write their own music and a variety 
of staff and young people play a range of 
instruments, and they've been interviewed on 
Radio 6. 

"The idea is for them to transfer their musical 
skills into the rest of their lives. As for this 
wonderful Macbeth production, it's inclusion in 
action, isn't it? Charlie used to be introspective, 
now he's a star. He's got a fantastic voice and 
rejoices in what he achieves."

“It’s so easy to get involved 
in a very friendly, very sharing group 
of people. I take my camera with me 
everywhere I go, always. 

“Photography is capturing that 
moment you can never go back to and 
there’s always a back story to the picture 
you take, and you never know what’s 
going to turn up in front of you.” 


The exhibition ends this week but 
moves immediately to the Elixir Gallery 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Woolwich, 
for two months with a new selection of 
images. 

“They get thousands of people going 
through there so we get a really good 
response,” said Marshall. “We just have 
to be careful that there are no grim 
pictures!”

THEY had been on the road for more than two 
weeks when their trusty camper van limped 
into General Gordon Square at the end of a 
deaf-awareness road trip. 

The duo who fell out of the doors, blinking 
into the bright summer sunshine were 
exhausted, but happy. 

They had covered thousands of miles in 
the VW van, brightly painted with a map of 
the world. From rugged north Scotland to 
the wilds of Dartmoor, the team arrived back 
in the borough on July 24, completing the 
journey they had begun 1 7 days earlier at the 
Old Royal Naval College. 

Kayleigh Goacher, and Mayuri Hirani, 
both from Plumstead were on board for the 
duration. 

They visited schools and youth centres, and 
even supermarkets to meet other deaf people 
and share experiences through poetry, film 
and performance at the roadshow's 26 UK 
locations. 

Mayuri, 23, said: "Sometimes we found deaf 
people telling us that they felt alone, but 
through sharing our poetry and our films, 
written by other deaf people with similar 
experiences, we were able to help people to 
understand that they aren't alone." 

They also taught the basics of sign language 
through videos of pop songs. 

Kayleigh, 17, a student at Shooters Hill 
post-16 campus, said: "Performing at so 
many venues has helped me develop my 
own confidence, and it was great that people 
shared their own poems with us too. It was 
nice that people took so much interest." 

At the end of the tour in Woolwich, the 
pair read messages from people who had 
been contributing audience members from 
their time away, and released balloons with 
messages on. 

Mayuri added: "I hope we have also helped 
hearing people, too, to give them confidence 
in approaching deaf people and trying to 
understand what they have to say."
